The budget options report lists only poss:- 
ble cuts, not final positions, for the schoo! 
committee to consider in planning for next 
year and the years beyond. 

Schoolmen must formulate a $13.4 million 
fiscal 1984 budget. About $10.4 million is 
available for salaries, and depending upon 
step/track adjustments and negotiated cost 
of living increases, there could be a salary 
budget deficit of about $459,896. 

Here are the options outlined by the su- 
perintendent: 

ADMINISTRATION 
CUT one assistant superintendent for cur- 
riculum and instruction and one principal 
for a savings of $80,000 in 1985-86. 

CUT, by 1985-86, 2.2 supervisory services 
staff (program advisors) at a savings of 
$69,000. 

REDEFINE next year or in 1984-85 the 
role relating to administration of student 
services at a reduction of $55,000. The re- 
port notes this would reduce the time avail- 
able for student discipline, attendance 
follow-up, staff supervision, student sched- 
uling, core evaluation, other building ad- 
ministrative functions. 

PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 
CUT one building chairperson ($23,818), 3.6 
adjustment counselors ($65,910), four in- 
structional aides for substantially separate 
classes ($33,920), all in 1983-84. The impact 
of this, according to the report, would mean 
some Chapter 766 evaluations might not be 
completed within the 30-day time limit reg- 
ulations. Most mental health services 
would have to be provided by a mental 
health agency. Overall aide time would be 
reduced, and classes would have to share 
aides. 

CUT one learning disability teacher 
($20,000), .5 speech ($10,000), .5 early child- 
hood ($10,000), one nurse ($11,000), .5 build- 
ing chairperson ($12,270), all in 1984-85. The 
report says if this is done, some educational 
plans will not be fully implemented, pre- 
ventative services for ‘‘at risk’’ four year- 
olds would be cut back, one nurse would be 
shared between the junior high schools, and 
more Chapter 766 evaluations would not be 
finished within the 30-day time limit 

CUT .5 learning disabilities teacher 
($11,000), .5 speech ($11,000), 5 nurse 
($6000) and one secondary resource teacher 
($24,000), all in 1985-86. This would mean 
according to the report, some Chapter 766 
educational plans would not be fully imple 
mented, high school nurse coverage would 


be decreased to half-time, and some sec 
ondary students would not be able to re 
mai» in resource programs and would need

It All ‘Measured Up’

They really just wanted to get out of the 
house.

(Norton) Schaake of Lovejoy Road says of 
Measure Up Designs, the business she runs 
with her sister, Susan (Norton) Pfeil of 
Methuen. ‘“‘We were doing thirty craft 
shows a year for a while, all the area crafts 
fairs.”’ 

But when the Andover natives made a 
decision to build their sales into a solid 
business about a year ago, they believed the 
competitive locai crafts market was ‘‘burn- 
ing itself out,’’ Susan says. ‘‘We knew if we 
wanted the business to grow, we'd have to 
go to another outlet.”’ 

They tried selling their crafts on consign- 
ment for a while, but ‘‘neither of us likes to 
be a saleswoman,’”’ Glenda notes, so they 
ruled out retailing. Wholesaling their work 

— using sales representatives to sell it for 
them around the country — seemed a logi- 
cal alternative 

As they eased into the wholesale market, 
their crafts evolved from ceramics and 
fabrics to handpainted wooden items: rul- 
ers, yardsticks and boxes decorated with 
simple designs in bright colors. 

Those products can now be found not only 
at Boston's Quincy Market, in New Hamp- 
shire gift shops and at Mixed Company in 
Andover, but in Dallas, Chicago, Atlanta 
and New York City. 

And as their business blossoms, Glenda 
and Susan now devote most of their time to 
new designs and management, still working 
at home, while a Lawrence company and 
part-time workers turn out most of their 
products. 

Their successful beginning has ‘‘sur- 
prised both of us,’’ Susan says, but they’re 
prepared to make the most of it, with enthu- 
siasm. “It’s just the tip of the iceberg. 
We're finding people in all kinds of areas to 
show our line.” 

‘‘Making the transition from doing shows 

where, after you do five shows in the 
area, you know that everyone who's going 
to buy your product has already bought it — 
all of a sudden we're realizing that the 
market is unlimited,’’ Glenda adds 

In their earliest days, the partners turned 
out mostly fabric crafts — Christmas deco- 
rations and appliqued pillows, for example 

and ceramic items. ‘I can’t imagine 
what we ever sold,’’ Susan says, shaking 
her head. ‘‘When we started doing more and 
more, we started refining our line. And 
when we decided to wholesale, we knew we 
were much too diversified to compete on 
the open market. We had to boil it down to 
one product.”’ 

One of their popular items was the 
‘“toothfairy box,”’ a tiny round wooden box 
decorated ‘with handpainted designs: That 


became the basis of their line. They added 
handpainted yardsticks, which ‘‘developed 
into the rulers, and then it took off,’’ Glenda 
explains. They’ve now added larger ‘‘trea- 
sure boxes’’ and their newest experiment, 
wooden light switch covers. Their products 
retail at $2.50 to $10. 

Their designs, which Glenda describes as 
‘‘very New England — contemporary Colo- 
nial,’’ feature hearts, rainbows and bal- 
loons, strawberries, pineapples and whales, 
all in red, yellow, green, blue. 

Last year they stencilled the designs by 
hand. As orders increased, they hired help- 
ers to work for them in their own homes. 
Glenda and Susan soon realized they needed 
a way to get the same look with a faster 
process, and after some research hit upon 
silk screening. 

They turned to Mark-All Industries in 
Lawrence, a company that has ‘‘taken us 
under their wing,’’ Susan says, and now silk 
screens the designs on their rulers and 
yardsticks. ‘‘We came in not knowing any- 
thing about silk screening — we had no idea 
what was feasible and what wasn’t. They’ve 
been so good about working with us.”’ 

The boxes are still handpainted, but the 
sisters have found a small group of talented 
painters who produce most of the boxes for 
them, working part-time in their own 
homes. Now Glenda and Susan spend their 
evenings painting boxes only when they 
have a tight deadline on a large order. 

But they have certainly not stepped back 
from the business. ‘‘It’s more than full- 
time,’’ Glenda says with a smile. ‘Your 
mind is on it every single minute. You take 
telephone calls during dinner and on week- 
ends.”’ 

‘We're mostly designing new products all 
the time,’’ Susan adds, “‘just keeping our 
eyes open for new ideas. And there are still 
so many decisions to make that we have our 
hands in it constantly.” 

And they find that they are always learn- 
ing something new, whether it’s the best 
source of a supply or how silk screening 
works. Glenda spends a lot of time at the 
library and with the telephone book. 

‘““One thing I’ve really learned,’’ she says 
with a smile, ‘‘is not to get too high and not 
to get too low. You just take it as it comes.” 

With almost no background in business 
(Susan has had some accounting experience 
and Glenda has a master’s degree in library 
science), the business end of their enter- 
prise has been the most difficult for the 
sisters. They have taken courses and semi- 
nars in small business administration at 
Northern Essex Community College and 
the University of Lowell — and they have 
joined the Homebased Businesswomen’s 
Network of Salem 

The network has been invaluable, offer- 
ing courses and workshops, a national 
newsletter for the exchange of information 
and ideas — and moral support. ‘‘The big- 
gest thing I’ve learned is networking,” 
Glenda comments. ‘Men go to cocktail

parties for business — women don’t do that. 
We have friends all over New England now. 
There’s a real grapevine, and very little 
competition.” 

Not just craftspeople, but psychologists, 
computer consultants, ‘‘a real mixture’’ of 
women who work at home are part of the 
network. ‘‘It’s a real support group when 
you're feeling bogged down at home,”’ Glen- 
da says. 

When they formed their partnership, 
‘‘neople said, ‘don’t do it’ ,’’ she recalls. 
“They told us families shouldn’t go into 
business together. But we've found that 
we're forced to work out any problems, 
because we know no matter what happens, 
we still have to sit down to Christmas 
dinner together. And we have different 
strengths and weaknesses.”’ 

Susan agrees that ‘‘luckily, we’ve just 
jelled naturally.’’ While she enjoys paper- 
work (‘‘I like to clear the desk’’) and refin- 
ing ideas, Glenda prefers ‘‘starting things.

Glenda says. ‘‘But our end goal is usually 
the same. I think we’ve made the right 
decisions.” 

Their families’ changing needs helped 
inspire them to move from craft shows to 
wholesaling, she notes, now that Glenda’s 
children are nine (Geoff) and seven (Aman- 
da), and Susan’s are nine (Chad) and six 
(Joshua). “‘We no longer wanted to give up 
Saturdays and Sundays.” And their two 
proud families have been drawn into the 
business as it grows. 

Both Paul Schaake, a programmer at 
Wang, and Karl Pfeil, a Raytheon accoun- 
tant, have been “totally supportive,’’ Susan 
says. ‘‘We use them as sounding boards — 
major decisions are made by the four of us. 

“It’s changed our family life for the posi- 
tive,’’ she continues. ‘‘Our husbands have 
seen us grow and they’ve grown. They’ve 
taken more responsibility for home life, and 
they have input into the business — they 
love it.” 

What motivates the talent behind Mea- 
sure Up Designs (orginally called Nimble 
Fingers: the partners recently changed 
their name to reflect their new products) is 
‘“‘not a paycheck,’’ Glenda maintains. It is 
instead the desire to be at home with their 
children when they need to be — and to 
build something for the future.

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And, Susan says, it’s the determination to 
‘‘never say we have enough. I like the idea 
of always coming up with new ideas — and 
taking them to the maximum.”

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To Begin Lenten Series 


Very Rev. Harvey H. Guthrie, Jr. 


The Very Rev. Harvey H. Guthrie, Jr., will lead 
off this year’s Lenten series on the Bible in the 
Parish Hall of Christ Church, 25 Central St., 
Wednesday, Feb. 23, at 8 p.m. 

Dean Guthrie will give an overview of the Old 
Testament. He has been the dean of the Episcopal 
Divinity School since it came into being in 1974 out 
of a merger of the Episcopal Theological School in 
Cambridge and the Philadelphia Divinity School. 
He was the dean of the Episcopal Theological 
School from 1969 to 1974 and a member of its faculty 
since 1958. From 1950-58 he was a fellow and in- 
structor at the General Theological Seminary in 
New York 

Dean Guthrie continues to function as a professor 
of Old Testament at the Episcopal Divinity School 
He has served as a lecturer at Columbia University 
in New York and at St. George’s College in Jerusa- 
lem. In 1977 he occupied the Selwyn Lectureship for 
the Church in the Province of New Zealand. He is 
the author of ‘‘God and History in the Old Testa- 
ment”’ (Seabury Press, 1960), ‘‘Israel’s Sacred Sons 
’’ (Seabury Press, 1966) and ‘‘Theology as Thanks- 
giving’ (Seabury Press, 1981). 

He has served as president of the Association of 
Theological Schools in the United States and Cana- 
da in the 1980-82 biennium and has chaired the

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Schoolmen Asked To Be Creative 
In Exploring Budget Reductions 


By John P. Sawyer 


The school committee Tuesday night re- 
quested from school administrators ‘‘crea- 
tive’ ideas on how to cut the budget and 
keep quality education in the program that 
remains. 

Robert Smith, budget subcommittee 
member, said the administration and staff 
should come up with ideas on curriculum 
changes, and asked, ‘‘Where are we going? 
The budget subcommittee asked the admin- 
istration to be creative. I do not consider 
the proposals presented to us last week 
creative.” 

Schoolmen must put together a $13.4 mil- 
lion fiscal 1984 budget. About $10.4 million 
is available for salaries, and when step- 
/track adjustments and a soon-to-be-nego- 
tiated cost of living increase are counted in, 
there could be a salary deficit of about 
$459 896. 

Last Thursday, the school committee, 
acting upon a budget options report from 
Schools Superintendent Dr. Kenneth Sei- 
fert, suggested some potential cuts that 
affected special education services, teach- 
er aides and some teachers. 

‘After reviewing our actions of Thursday 
evening,’’ said Smith, ‘‘I am of the opinion 
that we are about to ignore our own direc- 
tion and the direction set forth by the bud- 
get subcommittee.”’ 

He said program reviews, study commit- 
tees, staff and citizens have all indicated 
that increased staff and equipment are the 
highest priority for next year. 

“It is time for this committee and this 
community to recognize that this school 
system cannot provide all that it has in the 
past under current budget constraints,” 
Smith explained, noting the committee has

‘three options: 

“I, INCREASE class size and maintain 
the current ‘Comprehensive Programs.’ 

II. MAINTAIN current pupil/teacher ra- 
tios at the expense of other areas. 

III. MAINTAIN current pupil/teacher ra- 
tios, reduce programs, emphasize quality in 
remaining programs.” 

Smith said the committee has already 
rejected Option I and is pursuing Option II, 
a course that will ‘‘lead us to mediocrity.”’ 

‘‘T do not believe that the citizens of this 
community or any member of this commit- 
tee want mediocrity in education in And- 
over,’’ according to the schoolman. ‘‘We 
are left with Option III. 

‘* In order to reach a goal of quality in 
what we deliver, we must recognize that 
program cuts will have to be made. Many of 
our decisions will be unpopular.”’ 

Smith urged the committee, administra- 
tion and staff to ‘‘be creative, seek aiterna- 
tives,’’ in making cuts. 

Seifert responded by saying Option III is 
“very limiting,’’ because it assumes cur- 
rent practices make sense. And as far as 
creativity is concerned, unless basic as- 
sumptions about the delivery of education 
are changed, there will still be limitations 
because the school system adheres to a 
comprehensive program, offering varied 
curriculums to suit the needs of different 
students, according to the superintendent. 

He asked that if the school system is 
interested in quality, why are teacher-pupil 
ratios the same in the first grade as in some 
upper grades, even though children mature 
as they grow older? He pointed out that the 
high school offers a calculus course, and he 
asked, ‘“‘What will the college teach?’’ 

Seifert said many things are done in the 
school system simply ‘‘because we have 


been doing it,” adding that there is much 
going on that ‘‘doesn’t make sense to me.’ 

Three kinds of diplomas should be of- 
fered, according to the superintendent: col- 
lege bound; vocational; and general. This 
way, not all students will take 20 credits. 

In addition, Seifert asked about educatio- 
nal assumptions for the future, explaining 
that if just a few such things are changed, 
the schools would not be giving the future a 
“fair shake.”’ 

In reiterating the school committee’s po- 
sition, Chairman Richard Neal said the 
committee wants to fully fund and maintain 
quality of whatever program is decided 
upon, given that everything can’t be done. 
He maintained it is unrealistic for the 
school system to turn to the committee and 
ask, what are you going to cut? 

He urged the administration to come 
back to the school committee with ‘‘what 
you believe in.”’ 

Schoolwoman Susan Poore noted, ‘‘We 
don’t want to water down the sys-

tem. "Maintaining that nobody can be excel- 
lent at everything, she said, ‘‘We have to 
deal with the realities of the money.” 

She stressed the basics of education, ex- 
plaining that each program should be exam- 
ined and built‘‘from the base up.”’ 

Assistant Superintendent Dr. Charles 
Mitsakos noted that school committeemen 
rarely ask probing questions when program 
reviews are presented. He said that is the 
time to do it, so that it leads into budget 
time. 

Neal said program reviews always make 
recommendations for increases and do not 
include plans for reorganization. He said 
that is the time for ideas to come to the 
committee. 

High school teacher Gerry Grasso con- 
tested the statement that AHS is a compre- 
hensive high school. He said 75-80 percent of 
the students are college bound and another 
10-15 percent are high level achievers. He 
said if mediocrity enter‘s the system, it will 
hurt the majority of students.

Don’t Need Restrictions 


Andover runners might need to use a 
little more common sense and a little more 
‘basic road courtesy,’’ Selectman William 
Dalton said Monday night, but they don’t 
necessarily need a new bylaw to restrict 
them. 

Town officials have inserted an article on 
the annual town meeting warrant that 
would impose rules and regulations on jog- 
gers and make them subject to fines if they 
break the rules. 

The law would require all runners to run 
in the direction facing traffic, to use side- 
walks if available, to wear reflective cloth- 
ing between the waist and shoulder at night, 
and to run single file.

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Offices, Hotel Proposed For 
West Andover Industrial Area 


The Zoning Board of Appeals will consid- 
er two requests for variances that could 
change the River Road landscape during a 
night of varied public hearings scheduled 
for 6:30 p.m. Thursday, March 3, at Memo- 
riai Hall Library. 

Requests for two condominium proposals 
are also scheduled for that evening. 

Ocean Properties Ltd., a Florida real 
estate firm, will request a height variance 
and a special permit to build a five-story, 
150-room hotel on a 31-acre parcel on River 
Road. 

The Florida firm picked up the option on 
the land, located in an Industrial D district, 
after the Tambone Corp. of Wilmington lost 
the option, according to Community Devel- 
opment and Planning Director Jonathan 
Gilmore. 

Tambone had planned to build a four- 
building office and research park at the 
site, but ran into problems with his plans to

fill wetlands; the Conservation Commission 
denied his proposal. 

Gilmore said there is no problem with 
building a hotel in the industrial zone, but a 
height variance will be needed. The devel- 
oper plans to include a swimming pool, 
dining room and meeting room in the hotel. 

The board will also consider a request for 
a variance that would allow Joseph Hof- 
fman and Irving Winn to build a two-story, 
60,000-square foot office building next to 
Valle’s Steak House off River Road. 

The partners need a setback variance to 
build their proposed ‘‘Shattuck Office Cen- 
ter’’ because zoning laws require a 150-foot 
setback, and their site includes a setback of 
only 50 feet. The five-acre site, located next 
to the restaurant parking lot and behind an 
Amoco gas station, is zoned Industrial D. 

Hoffman has said there is some prece- 
dent for the ZBA to grant such a variance. 
The proposal has the support of the town 


manager and the Industrial Development 
Commission. 

Condominiums at the Bradlee School will 
be considered, with Francis P. Reilly and 
Austine P. Sheehy of Andover asking the 
ZBA for a special permit to convert the old 
Ballardvale school building into condos. 

The school was originally zoned Single 
Residence A. Annual town meeting agreed 
to convert the school into multi-family units 
in 1981, when it authorized the selectmen to 
sell the building to Reilly after finding his 
was the best proposal for reuse of the site.

School Budget Running Low; 
Board Orders Accounts Frozen

Some current school budget accounts are 
running out of money, and the school com- 
mittee voted Tuesday to freeze all expendi- 
tures until it receives a report analyzing 
each account and projecting where the bud- 
get will end up when the school year is over. 


The teacher substitute account, for exam- 
ple, may end up as much as $40,000 in the 
red, according to Schools Superintendent 


Dr. Kenneth Seifert. 

The budget problems came to light when 
school administrators requested approval 
for a new position — a first grade instruc- 
tional aide, 20 hours per week, at the South 
School. The extra aide hours were request- 
ed because of increased enrollment in the 
first grade classroom. 

Seifert told the committee of a ‘‘funding 
problem,” explaining that some substitute 


aide money would have to be used to fund 
the new position. He said the school system 
was beginning to run out of categories to 
transfer money from. 

Schoolwoman Susan Poore asked if first 
grade students at the South will receive an 
education comparable to that in other 
schools. 

Seifert replied that an additional teacher 
is really needed, but Assistant Superinten- 


dent Dr. Charles Mitsakos pointed out that 
there isn’t enough money to hire another 


teacher. 
Schoolmen approved the new instructio- 


nal aide’s position. 


They also approved, in light of an in- 
crease in Andover’s Title I funding, an 
increase in instructional aide hours for the 
Title I reading program.

Public Works Director Robert McQuade 
will ask the town’s finance committee for 
an emergency transfer of money to rectify 
the ailing snow removal budget, which has 
been exceeded in the last two snowstorms.

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Based on the theory that being quick to criticize, 
even hen justified, one should be just as willing 
to praise when warranted, let us take a moment 
this week for a ‘Tip of the Townsman Topper’ to 
the snow removal crews who labored arduously to 
free Andover from another wintery blast last 
weekend. . 

It may be recalled that a week ago, and just a 
day or so before the weekend storm, this space 
was devoted to a rather sharp critique of Andover 
snow removal operations thus far this winter. 

Last Friday night and Saturday morning, the 
Blizzard of ’83 tested the endurance of the crews 
for the second time in a week and this time, the 
work was far and away up to the usual Andover 
standards. 

The particular storm, forecast most of Friday as 
being of the three to six inch variety, got caught 
along the way in either highs or lows, whatever 
those weather prognosticators attribute their er- 
rors to, and wound up in the 12 to 15 inch category. 

At times, the snow was falling at the rate of two 
to four inches an hour, accompanied by strong 
winds which caused severe drifting conditions. 

Thus, for the snow removal crews, the task was 
a difficult one. Vision was severely impaired, 
driving conditions, even with the heavy equipment 
available, was treacherous at best. 

But the crews kept up a relentless attack on the 


storm, with the result that by early Saturday roads 
were clear and open and the effort toward pushing 
back and improving the roadways was underway. 

By Sunday, a bright sun beamed down on clear 
roadways, providing a pleasant atmosphere as 
people went off to church services, finished up the 
task of clearing out the snow from around the 
homestead, or just took a walk, even a short ride, 
to enjoy the winter scenery. 

There was a general feeling of conviviality 
around the town, despite having had to endure two 
difficult storms in a short space of time. 

Then, on Sunday night, after a short respite, the 
snow removal crews were back on the streets. 
This time it was clearing up intersections, taking 
another swipe at difficult areas which may have 
been affected by some drifting conditions and 
cleaning up the snow mounds from the downtown 
business area. 

Monday morning, it was business as usual in the 
downtown area, stores opening to cleared road- 
ways, traffic moving smoothly and safely and 
schools open, with bus routes easily accessible. 

A week ago it was noted here that Andover had 
maintained a reputation over the years for exem- 
plary response to combatting storm conditions. 
This past weekend DPW Director Robert E. Mc- 
Quade and his crews adequately showed they still 
had that touch and it was appreciated. 


A Poor Response 


We have often wondered what would happen if 
Andoer scheduled an election and no one showed 
up. 

This year, we may get the answer. 

With the deadline for filing nomination papers 
having passed Monday evening at the town clerk’s 
office, this year’s ballot shows only one contest. 

The election in March will probably rank as 
being among the lowest in town interest in recent 
memory. 

Basically it represents an uncaring attitude 
about how the community is governed. 

It can be justifiably argued that those currently 
serving in office and are seeking re-election are 
doing a good and decent job in administrating the 
community. 

But such attitude is not necessarily good for the 
municipality. 

In the ensuing weeks leading up to the annual 
town election, there will be little, if any, dis- 
cussion of issues pertinent to the town’s future. 
There will be little interest produced in getting the 
general public to respond to the electoral process. 

Throughout the course of the past year there has 


been controversy in a number of areas of school 
and town government operations. There has been 
from time to time criticism of administrators and 
their decisions. 

But, now, when the time has arrived to become 
part of such decision making processes, there is a 
lack of interest, and little desire to serve the 
community. 

For many years Andover elections were eagerly 
anticipated. They produced discussions, debates, 
coffee hours, and, in general, just a good feeling 
that people were interested in their community. 
Out of the campaigns, for the most part, came a 
general feeling of having accomplished something 
for the betterment of the community. Regardless 
of the outcome, those involved generally wound up 
on friendly terms, having had an enjoyable, en- 
riching experience. 

Those days, apparently, are a thing of the past, 
as evidenced by the continuing decline in interest 
in municipal government, except for personal or 
self-serving issues which may crop up in the 
course of the year. 

Such apathy is a bad omen for the town.

Superfund: 


We Need 
It Now 


‘‘Superfund”’ refers to the laws which fund and 
regulate the clean-up of hazardous waste sites 
where no private liability can be attached, i.e.; 
toxic dumps on public land; abandoned sites, etc. 
Congress passed the original Superfund legislation 
in 1980. However, to qualify for these federal funds 
states must adopt their own Su- 
perfund laws which include both 
matching money and implemen- 
tation plans for hazardous waste 
cleanup within their borders. 

Massachusetts has a huge ar- 
ray of laws and regulations which | 
deal with transportation and dis- ra 


posal of hazardous waste as well ime 
as the siting of treatment faci 
ties. Also, the legislature has , 
sporadically appropriated funds ep. Sue Tucker 

for testing and clean up of certain sites. However, 
the Massachusetts Superfund, necessary to qualify 
for federal money, died in the last hours of the 1982 
session. 

This legislation (H1503) provides a comprehen- 
sive approach for the clean up of approximately 14 
sites in the Commonwealth and a $25 million bond 
issue as up-front money. Hazardous wastes are 
acknowledged to be the most serious environmental 
health hazard we face in this state. 

Why did this legislation take so long to formulate 
that it died in the final hours? 

Several issues became controversial during the 
framing of our Superfund bill. First and foremost, 
should the taxpayers or industry foot the $25 million 
bill? How much regulatory power should the state 
have to investigate possible threats of contami- 
nation and assign liability? Finally, how to deal 
with the enormously complex issue of compensa- 
tion for personal injury from toxic waste contami- 
nation. Industry, insurance companies, consumer 
groups, lawyers and health professiv»als are all 
struggling to resolve the links betwee1, ‘iness (par- 
ticularyl cancer) and chemicals. .. the link is pro- 
ven, who pays how much to whom? 

H. 1503 represents months of negotiation and 
compromise among industry representatives, envi- 
ronmentalists and legislators. The $25 million bond 
issue will be paid by fees assessed on transporters 
and generators of hazardous waste, not taxpayers. 

The Department of Environmental Quality Engi- 
neering is given investigatory and administrative 
authority necessary to protect public health. Still 
unresolved is the issue of personal injury. The 
Superfund Bill establishes a commission to further 
study this matter. 

One of my highest priorities is getting this bill 
through the legislature and signed into law. We 
cannot ask families who live and work near these 
sites to wait longer for action.

Look At 


Counsel Role 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

In two places in the Feb. 10 issue of the 
TOWNSMAN, page 1 and page 27, you pro- 
mulgate the notion that before a citizen- 
sponsored article can be inserted in the 
Warrant for the annual Town Meeting, that 
it must be ‘“‘reviewed’’ by the Town Coun- 
sel, who determines its legal status. It is 
further stated that if ‘‘declared’’ or ‘‘con- 
sidered’’ illegal; such article will be with- 
drawn from the Warrant. 

Such procedure is absolutely improper 
and unlawful, Under tre state law, which 
spells out the correct procedure for inser- 
tion of subjects in the Warrant, the only 
requirement is that the ten or more regis- 
tered voters requesting the insertion must 
sign their names and state their residence, 
with street and number, if any. To suppose 
that the Town Counsel, a mere appointee of 
the Town Manager, who, in turn, is only an 
appointee of the Selectmen, possesses such 
dictatorial authority over the content of the 
Town Warrant is nothing short of preposter- 
ous. 

Regarding insertion of articles, Chapter 
39, section 10 of the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts states: 
‘The selectmen shall insert in the warrant 
for the annual meeting all subjects the 
insertion of which shall be requested of 
them in writing by ten or more registered

voters of the town...’’ This is the law that 
the Town Moderator refused to allow me to 
recite to the Town Meeting last April, based 
upon advice he received from the Town 
Counsel. 

In reality, the Town Counsel is simply the 
legal adviser to town officers and depart- 
ments, who, themselves, are totally respon- 
sible for their own actions, even if based 
upon advice of the Town Counsel. It should 
also be emphasized that the Town Counsel 
has no business acting as adviser to the 
townspeople at Town Meeting, performing 
as a kind of legal umpire, whose edicts 
must be accepted as the final authority, 
without question. 

I strongly suggest that a good, hard look 
at the role played by the Town Counsel in 
the governmental affairs of the Town of 
Andover is long, long overdue.

WASHINGTON -- If you 
heat your home with gas, 
you don’t need to be told that 
the price of natural gas is 
skyrocketing. Some Ameri- 
can families are paying as 
much as 70 percent more to 
heat their homes this year 
than they did last winter. 

Who is to. blame? 
Congress, the gas producers 
and President Reagan. 

In 1978, Congress passed a 
truly terrible law that regu- 
lated natural-gas prices. It 
was a time of natural-gas 
shortages, and Congress 
wanted to encourage pro- 
ducers to drill for “deep- 
well” gas. So they allowed 
producers to charge more 
for deep gas than for shal- 
low gas.

Congress tried to prevent 
this kind of gouging in the 
1978 law by requiring the 
Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission to protect con- 
sumers from ripoffs. The 
commission was given the 
power to prohibit natural- 
gas contracts that were 
excessive, fraudulent or 
abusive. 

This is where President 
Reagan comes in. He 
appointed energy commis- 
sioners who are more inter- 
ested in the gas producers 
than in their customers.

Blame for gas prices 
should go right to the top 


The Reagan appointees 
have interpreted their 
authority very narrowly. 
They have decided they can 
prohibit a natural-gas con- 
tract only if it contains 
outright falsehoods. 

In effect, an open season 
has been declared on gas 
customers. The producers 
can gouge you all they want, 
as long as they don’t lie to 
you. 

Now things are right back 
where they started - in 
Congress. A move is under- 
way to rewrite the 1978 law 
to prevent price-gouging by 
natural-gas producers. 

POWER STRUGGLE: The 
Environmental Protection 
Agency is beginning to look 
like the OK Corral. Bureau- 
cratic bodies are littering 
the landscape. 

Last week, President 
Reagan fired the head of the 
EPA’s hazardous-waste 
section, Rita Lavelle, and 
two of her top assistants. 
Our sources say aS Many as 
10 more EPA officials may 
also be dismissed. 

Protection of the environ- 
ment has hardly been at the 
top of the Reagan adminis- 
tration’s list of priorities. So 
why all the bloodletting at 
EPA? 

It wasn’t the result of any 
deep ideological difference 
of opinion. It was simply a 
bureaucratic power struggle 
between Lavelle and anoth- 
er top EPA official. Here 
are the details: 

Lavelle was an old 


Reagan friend from Califor- 
nia, but she had made some 
serious mistakes. And the 
White House was worried 
about its fight with Congress 
over the contempt citation 
voted against EPA chief 
Anne Gorsuch. 

So Lavelle got the sack. 
Firing her made it look as if 
the White House was finally 
doing some housecleaning at 
EPA, but it also protected 
Gorsuch. 

Lavelle’s most serious 
mistake was lying to Con- 
gress about a conflict of 
interest. She used to work 
for Aerojet-General, and 
Aerojet-General used to 
dump toxic wastes at the 
Stringfellow Acid Pits in 
California. 

The Stringfellow dump is 
one of the government’s 
highest-priority cleanup 
projects. Lavelle promised 
Congress she would have 
nothing to do with the 
project because of her past 
connection with Aerojet- 
General. 

But a congressional com- 
mittee obtained a document 
which showed that she had 
been working on the String- 
fellow matter. She not only 
was implicated in a conflict 
of interest, but she broke her 
promise to Congress about 
it. 

Lavelle also had a scrape 
with Robert Perry, the 
EPA’s enforcement chief. It 
seems that Lavelle had 
offered to settle a waste- 
dumping case with Monsan-

to Chemical Company, but 
she neglected to tell Perry 
that she had cut the deal. He 
later turned down the settle- 
ment. 

Monsanto was furious 
because the settlement had 
already been agreed upon; 
Perry was furious because 
he hadn’t been told about the 
agreement. 

Lavelle was close to Pres- 
ident Reagan’s top assistant, 
Ed Meese, and she expected 
him to stick up for her when 
push came to shove. But she 
apparently overestimated 
her influence and is now out 
of a job.

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Neighbor Criticizes Cluster Plan 


A proposed cluster subdivision, Sher- 
borne Park, drew sharp criticism from a 
neighbor last Tuesday night during a public 
hearing before the Planning Board. 

The planners held the hearing to consider 
definitive plans for the development on land 
owned by William and Ruth Urquhart of 
Gray Road. They took no action on the plans 
last week. 


The planners have already granted a spe- 
cial permit to cluster for the site. 

The Urquharts would like to build 20 
houses on two cul-de-sacs: 14 houses around 
a roadway off Salem Street, and six houses 
around a roadway off Gray Street. 

The 25-acre development would include 
nearly eight acres of open space, to be 
deeded to the town in two separate parcels. 
According to engineer Paui Ferrante of 
Dana F. Perkins Associates, about 4.2 acres 
of the open space is wetlands, and the rest 
is uplands. 

Ferrante said run-off from the new 
homes would drain into the wetlands. A new 
eight-inch water line would loop through the 
development and connect with existing 
lines, he added. 

The engineer told the board the Police 
Department is satisfied that the new subdi-

Earnings 
Decline 
At Standex 


Standex International Corporation (NYSE) re- 
ported a 19 percent decline in earnings on level 
sales in its second fiscal quarter ended December 
31, as compared with the prior year. The company 
indicated, however, that it is ‘“‘beginning to see 
signs of improvement’’ and that, on an operating 
basis (i.e. not including items of a non-recurring 
nature) ‘operating earnings’ for the quarter and 
first half were actually ‘‘well ahead”’ of the compa- 
rable figures of last year. 

In the announcement, Daniel E. Hogan, chairman 
and chief executive of Standex, stated that ‘‘while 
the recession continues to have an adverse effect 
overall, Standex is operating on a healthy and 
increasingly profitable basis.’’ Several important 
operating units are experiencing a definite im- 
provement, both in the pace of incoming orders and 
in the general tone of their business, he said. Hogan 
added that, unless the economy suddenly worsens, 
“Standex is increasingly confident that the compa- 
ny will continue to enjoy improved results during 
the balance of the current fiscal year.”’ 

In the fiscal quarter ended Dec. 31, Standex 
reported net income of $3.2 million, or 48¢ a share, 
as compared with $4 million, or 59¢ a share, in the 
prior year. Sales in the latest period amounted to 
$92.1 million, as against $92.5 million in fiscal 1982. 

In the six months ended Dec. 31, net income 
amounted to $6 million, or 89¢ a share, as compared 
with $7.5 million, or $1.12 a share, the year before. 
Sales for the latest period amounted to $176.8 mil- 
lion, as compared to $185.1 million in fiscal 1982. 
Earnings per share calculations for 1982 are based 
on 6.8 million shares outstanding. 

Hogan stated that ‘‘while sales and profits contin- 
ue to be negatively impacted by the worldwide 
recession, the quarter’s results reflect the success 
of our intensive programs to achieve cost-con- 
tainment and to promote increased productivity.” 
He added that the ‘true comparative results”’ are 
obscured in the latest reported figures by the fact 
that Standex realized sizeable first-half capital 
gains last year from the sale of its interest in a 
computer software company and other non-recur- 
ring items. Excluding those items, Hogan added, 
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earnings in the latest quarter exceeded last year’s 
results by more than 20 percent. 

Hogan indicated that Standex’s Graphics Group, 
most units of the Consumer Products Group, the 
Industrial Engraving operations and most of the 
Institutional Products Group are enjoying definite 
improvement. He added that “even our fireplace 
division, which has been declining for the past two 
years, is now shipping increasing quantities of their 
products to the reawakening housing industry.” He 
noted that last year the company took very substan- 
tial writeoffs from the closing of three plants and 
an office building, obsolete inventory write-downs 
and the consolidation of fireplace production in one 
plant. This division operated slightly above breake- 
ven for the half, ‘‘a very positive swing from last 
year’s large losses,’’ Hogan said. 

He added that ‘‘while we await a more vigorous 
upturn in the economy, our operating units continue 
to maintain tight and stringent controls over all 
items of expense.’’ Hogan added that Standex’s 
‘productivity programs,” including ‘Quality Cir- 
cles,” have enabled the company to acheive “its 
highest level of productivity ever.’’ Should the 
recession really lessen, he stated, the company is in 
an excellent position to capitalize on any im- 
provement in the economy. 

In addition, Hogan said, as a result of its debt 


reduction program and lower interest rates, the 
company has reduced its interest expenses signifi- 
cantly. He added that the company’s debt-to-capital 
ratio today stands at 28 percent, ‘‘the best in Stand- 
ex’s history,’’ and that total debt has been reduced 
by more than $26 million during the past two years.

ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 

CUT 45 aide hours per week ($9000) and .2 
art teacher ($3,600), due to declining enroll- 
ment, in 1983-84. Also cut six aides ($36,000) 
and further cut aide hours. The report says 
this would affect orderly completion of 
clerical work, such as pupil and class re- 
cords and correction of student work, for 
example. 

ALSO in 1983-84, drop the traditional al- 
ternative — two teachers and two music 
teachers— at the West Elementary 
($39,600). This would decrease the number 
of instructional alternatives available to 
students, the report explains. 

DROP the gifted and talented program 
($6,700). 

FUND instrumental music instruction 
through user fees ($15,000). 

CUT, in 1984-85, three elementary teach- 
ers ($57,000), and cut music and art .6 time 
($24,000), all due to declining enrollment. 

REDUCE aides by 75 percent ($81,000) in 
1984-85. According to the report, this would 
mean elimination of paraprofessional assis- 
tance in the classroom. 

PLAN ‘A’ for 1985-86 would include clos- 
ing an elementary school, which would 
mean cutting seven teachers, transfering 12 
teachers to junior high schools, cutting one 
instructional specialist, one music, art, 
physical education and media teacher, one 
principal, utilities, auxiliary personnel and 
materials, all at a savings of $432,000. The 
junior high schools would then comprise 
grades 6-9, and elementary schools K-5. The 
report says closing a school would mean 
inconsistency of services, space problems, 
higher transportation costs, less flexibility 
in instruction. 

PLAN ‘B’ for 1985-86 would keep elemen- 
tary schools K-6 and keep all schools open. 
The following would be cut due to declining 
enrollment — four teachers ($88,000), one 
instructional specialist ($29,000), one art 
teacher ($20,000), one music teacher 
($20,000), one assistant principal ($38,000). 

ANOTHER plan would make elementary 
schools K-5, transfer 12 elementary teach- 
ers to junior high schools, and implement 
the middle school concept. 

SECONDARY SCHOOLS 

CUT, in 1983-84, 10.2 teachers ($183,600), 
including three English, two math, 1.8 sci- 
ence, 1.8 social studies, 1.6 foreign lan- 
guage. This would mean the lay-off of 
“highly qualified enthusiastic teachers who 
have recently entered the teaching ranks,” 
according to the report. These teachers 
account for many extracurricular services. 
Some programs could be left unsupervised 
and thus unavailable to students. Morale of 
staff would be affected. Grouping flexibility 
would be decreased. The In-School Suspen- 
sion Program at Andover High would be 
eliminated. Course minimum limits would 
have to be 15 students. If less than 15 pupils 
signed up for a course, it would have to be 
dropped. 

CUT two teachers ($36,000) in 1984-85. 

ALSO, in 1984-85, cut junior high school 
special subject teachers by 50 percent

($108,000). The report says this would mean 
art, home economics and industrial arts 
“would be offered on an alternate year 
basis to seventh and eighth grade students. 
Students would spend an inordinate amount 
of time in study halls. Special subject areas 
recently constructed/renovated would be 
under-utilized.” 

CUT three teachers ($54,000) in 1985-86. 

LIMIT students at the high school to take 
a maximum of 20 credits in 1985-86, and cut 
about six teachers ($108,000). 

AFTER-SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 

IF all extracurricular activities, such as 
clubs, athletics, music presentations and 
outdoor education, were eliminated, it 
would total $214,156. Cutting just musical- 


/theatre presentations, such as band, would . 


total $6,053. Cutting all athletics would 
mean $188,056. Other individual activities 
could be cut.

Andover Has No Control Over 
Roadway Into Industrial Plot 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The Andover Planning Board will have no 
control over the roadway in an eight-acre 
industrial subdivision that straddles the 
Andover-Lawrence line, Community Devel- 
opment and Planning Director Jonathan 
Gilmore said last week. 

According to an opinion from Andover’s 
special town counsel, the Lawrence Plan- 
ning Board has the sole right to approve the 
roadway, although three acres of the indus- 
trial park are located in Andover, Gilmore 
explained. 

Members of both the Andover and Law- 
rence boards met jointly two months ago to 
discuss the subdivision, located off Ballard 
Road in Lawrence. Developer Harold 
Brooks of Julie Construction had requested 
a change in subdivision plans approved by 
both boards in 1974, when the land was 
owned by Michael DiBitetto. Brooks pur- 
chased the land last spring. 

With the Lawrence board’s approval,

93, and she urged the residents to lobby 
state officials for that interchange. 

But John Henry of Clark Road recom- 
mended that Andover try ‘‘another ave- 
nue,” and work on short-term solutions 
including weight limits and speed limits on 
Ballardvale roads. 

Weight limits would still require Wil- 
mington’s cooperation, Mahony replied, be- 
cause overweight trucks would be rerouted 
through the neighboring town. 

And until state officials complete a traf- 
fic study on Clark Road, as Andover has 
already requested, 4 reduced speed limit 
would be ‘‘unenforceable,”’ he added. 

Tyning also asked why an article request- 
ing $1 million for improvements to River 
Road has been inserted on the town meeting 
warrant, while ‘‘not dime one” has been 
appropriated for the 'Vale industrial area. 

The manager told her that ‘‘money isn’t 
our solution’ for Lowell Junction, because 
the state has not allowed construction of 
any new access ramps to the highway. 

“We are dealing with a bureacracy 
here,” Mahony commented. “We have to 
cooperate with the state.”’
